Asked if he had been prom- 

ised any reward by Hugh Gal- 


or shipping official for testifying 
he said no, but when questioned 
as to whether or not he would 
accept any réward for it he 
paused and fmally said it was 
“very difficult to say.”

I can co- 
ordinate the entire I.S.U. because 
I am the only man on the coast 
who\ has the universal respect 
of the men.”

“One man was. beaten in what 
police describe as violence at- 
tributable to the strike. He is 
C. A. Brubeck, 35, a marine, 
clerk, who was found unconsci- 
ous on the Santa Fe right-of- 
way in Wilmington. 


“He told police at Wilmington | 
hospital that he was attacked | 
by several men after helping a 
cousin with baggage from the 
French liner Oregon.” 


Following is a sworn affida- 
vit by C. A. Brubeck, the 

strike violence victim”: 

“To whom it may concern: 

“The following is a true ac- 
count of how I sustained the 
injuries described in the daily 
press as resulting from ‘violence 
attributable to the strike.’ 

“On December 7th the truck 
on which I was riding lost its 
end gate. To prevent any of 
the load from. falling off I 
moved to the rear of the truck. 
We then proceeded down Man- 
chester street, bound for San 
Pedro. Approaching the Santa 
Fe station in Wilmington the 
truck wheel struck a metal traf- 
fic button and I was bounced 
out of the truck, landing on my 
head and losing consciousness. 
Unaware of the accident, the 
driver kept on going. I regain- 
ed consciousness in the Wilming- 
ton emergency police station.

Years of Training 

On the shoulders of the licensed 
personnel rests the greatest re- 
sponsibility in, these matters. 
Years of training and experience 
are necessary before they can 
pass the rigid examinations nec- 
essary to obtain licenses. These 
men and the rest. of the sea- 
going profession have the great- 
est concern anyone could pos- 
sibly have with matters of ef- 
ficiency and safety. Their very 
lives depend upon these issues. 

But the entire maritime pro- 
fession is not the only group 
which believes the shipowners 
are wrong. The United States 
Government held an_ investiga- 
tion of the maritime’ indust-ies 
last year which not only de- 
nounced the shipowners — but 
submitted reams of evidence 
proving that the maritime un- 
ions are correct beyond a shad- 
ow of a doubt. 

Let me quote to you from that 
report—the report of the Sen- 
ate Committee to Investigate Air 
and Ocean Mail Contracts: 

“The American Merchant Ma- 
rine is neither adequate nor is 
it in any true sense privately 
owned. Responsibility for this 
country’s failure to secure that 
which it sought and for which 
it was willing to expend and has 
expended hundreds of millions 
of dollars of taxpayers’ money 
must lie at the door of three 
classes. of people. First, this 
burden of costly failure rests 
upon the enactment of an ill- 
advised compromise law. Sec- 
ond, upon certain public offi- 
cials who flagrantly .betrayed 
their trust and maladministered 
those laws. Third, upon those 
individuals, who, publicly posing 
as patriots, prostituted those 
laws for their private profit.” 
Waste and Inefficiency

eral public. 

Public Support 

We of the maritime unions be- 
lieve that the general public is 
substantially in support of our 
struggle—and we call upon that 
general public to make this sup- 
port heard and felt. 

Our demands are moderate 
and quickly stated. We want to * 
continue the union .hiring hall 
system which has been in oper-- 
ation ever since the 1934 strike, 
and which the shipowners now 
want to abolish.

Woodring Tries to Lull Labor 
rPYHE RECENT widespread’ expose by. the 


Nye Investigating Committee of the war 
department's mobilization plan caused that 
department to change its tactics in planning 
the mobilization of labor during the next 


war. The original: plan openly called for a 


strict censorship of the press, and also for’ 


the universal draft of labor into the war- 
time army—a draft which would abolish at 
one blow all of labor's rights of collective 
bargaining and strike. 
Popular ‘resentment against this labor- 
smashing provision has called for a ‘new and 
revised’ mobilization plan. This plan, Sec- 
retary of War Woodring and his aides de- 
clare, does not contain the press censorship. 
and labor draft provisions—yet. Therefore, 
these - officials hope, labor will cooperate to 
the full with the plan. Industry, they de- 
clare, has already signified its willingness to 
cooperate. Naturally, the large scale em- 
ployets of labor would. 

But this ‘‘new and revised’’ plan is merely 
a stunt to lull organized labor to sleep. 
Woodring does not deny that the completed 
plan will include the drafting of labor. The 


reason the plan hasn't been ‘‘completed”’ 


“yet is that the War Department hopes to 


have labor accept it in its present state, then 
quietly and without publicity complete it 
later by including this anti-labor provision. 
The mobilization plan calls for the set- 
ting up of machinery for compulsory arbitra- 
tion—and in war time the President is given 
the power to take any action he sees fit— 


- no matter what labor laws are on the statute 


- Labor must not allow itself to be drugged 
by the War Department's latest. maneuver. 
Opposition to the proposed robbing of la- 
bor's elementary rights in wartime must be 
built up now—before war is declared.

British Empire in its worst crisis 
since the World Wai, was seen 
here when the Irish Free State 
eliminated the King’s influence 
in domestic affairs and became 
practically. a republic. 

The Daily Eireann (Parliment) 
passed, 79 to. 54, an amendment 
to the constitution recognizing 
the British crown only as an in- 
fluence in the Free State’s for- 
eign relations. 

The bills hamstringing the 
King’s influence were introduced 
by President Eamon de Valera, 
who stated that Britain was not 
going to be allowed to interfere 
in the Free State’s internal af- 
fairs. 

The weakening of the British 
Enipire can be seen in these 
words by De Valera, words 
which alone would have brought 
British troops to Ireland 10 or 
15 years ago. 

The London Daily Worker, or- 
gan of the British Communist 
Party, commented on King Ed- 
ward’s abdication, as follows: 

“The abdication of King Ed- 
ward VIII expresses the success 
of Prime Minister Stanley Bald- 
win’s maneuver to replace an 
unsuitable royal figurehead by 
a more pliant tool. .

The arms’ embrago_ clause 
would prohibit export to any 
aggressor any war armaments 
or wari materials, ‘ including 
petroleum, coal and steel, and 
prohibits granting of financial 
credits to any aggressor. 

The Inter -Américan Court 
would be composed of ohne mem- 
ber from each Westérn nation, 
including Canada.

Director) 
the Committee for In- 
Pein Organization held its 
recent general meeting in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., John Brophy, direct- 
or of the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization, made a com- 
prehensive report of the com- 
mittee’s activities for the first 
full year of its existence, It 
‘was a very jnformative and il- 
luminating statement, and, be- 
lieving that it will.be of interest 
to every member of the United 
‘Mine Workers of America, we 
reproduce it here. The report 
was as follows: 


| PART I. REVIEW OF THE 
PAST YEAR 
It is just a year. since the 


Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization was formed, and it is 
therefore’ appropriate to review 
the changes that have taken 
place during this period. : 

A. Events Leading to the For- 
mation of the Committee for 

Industrial Organization 
In November, 1935, the new- 
ly-formed unions in the mass- 
production industries were suf- 
:ering severaly from the craft, 
do-nothing policies of the con- 
“rolling group in the American 
Federation of Labor. 

The recently-chartered United 
Automoble Workers was bar- 
red from effective organization 
work by an official leadership 
out of sympathy with their 
main purposes and imposed up- 
on them by President Green 
over their protests. They had 
been given a limited ‘charter, 
with boundaries not clearly de- 
fined but which opened .them to 
craft attack. Because of the 
continuation of these unsound 
conditions, three other unions 
in the auto plants, with tens of 
thousands of members, refused 
to enter the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and enhanced the 
prevailing confusion. The plea 
of delegates representing the 
United Automobile Workers for 
an immediate rectification of 
these- conditions had been blunt- 
ly voted down at the Atlantic 
City convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. The whole 
union movement in autos was 
threatened with disintegration.

The Committee for Industrial 
Organization can rightfully claim 
that during the twelve months 
of its existence it has not only 
saved many of the newly-organ- 
ized groups from disintegration, 
but has made sound and sub- 
stantial progress in the organiza- 
tion of some of the most impor- 
tant fields. 

The Committee for Industrial 
Irganization’s first step was to 
make its aims ‘and _ position 
known through the press and 
through pamphlets. In January 
he Union News Service was 
aunched to supply articles for 
abor papers and information to 
our own group and the labor 
movement as a whole. Our. ac- 
‘vitiés: from’ the start received 
in amazing amount of publicity, 
oartly because the need for in- 
ustriel organization had so long 
neen felt. The Committee for In- 
iustrial rganization within a 
cemarkably short ‘time had. be- 
rome known throughout the 
country, and our union news and 
our pamphlets have been very 
widely used. 

AUTOS 

The auto industry was the first 
in which. we ‘gave concrete or- 
ganizational aid. We entered the 
situation in response to requests 
from locals of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers in many cities. 
Our emphasis from the start was 
on the need for unity among the 
four competing auto organiza- 
tions, a need all the clearer in 
the light of the motor products 
strike, where division led to a 
discouraging setback. 

Our field representatives were 
able to get the confidence @f the 
various competing groups and to 
pave the way for co-operation. 
We also assisted the various lo- 
cals to make progress in their 
own towns in spite of the do- 
nothing and indeed hostile ac- 
tions of the appoMited national 
officials. 

When, under growing pressure 
from the locals of the United 
Auto Workers, the executive 
council was forced to grant them

Oral notice of the appeal was 
given ‘at that time, Judge Allen, 
however, ruled that because the 
written notice of appeal was 
late in‘ reaching him that Velar- 
de would have to serve his -sen- 
tence.

to jail sentences or deportation, 
thus paving the way. for re- 
lief officials to deny the strik- 
ers’ families food, clothing and 
shelter.

in the whole Detroit area. Now 
we are about to give assistance 
in a new nation-wide drive of 
the United Automobile Workers. 
RUBBER 

During the last year the mem- 
ership of the United Rubber 
Workers has increased ten-fold. 
Our first pledge of aid was de- 
‘ivered by President ‘Lewis in 
January in Akron on the invita- 
‘ion of the international officers 
of that union. When a spontan- 
ous strike, caused by long-ac- 
cumulated grievances, shut down 
the huge Goodyear plants a 
few weeks later, the Committee 
for Industrial Organization was 
quick to lend organizérs and 
financial assistance, and indeed 
o provide ‘the backing that 
made v:ctory possible for the 
ietermined and heroic strikers. 
The advantages of the backing 


ment were again demonstrated 
5y the aid we rendered the Uni- 
ed Rubber Workers in Gadsden, 
Ala., and in Cumberland, Md., 
as well as other places. With 
the rubber companies threaten- 
ing to decentralize their opera- 
tions, the support of local un- 
tons and our organizers through- 
out the country becomes an im- 
portant bulwark of the whole 
internationale. 

STEEL 

Although from’ the start we 
received many requests for aid 
from steel workers, the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization 
postponed any action in 
field until the executive counci 
of 
Labor had met in January an 
had had- still more time to carry 
out the mandate of the .1934 
convention. When, in the latter 
part of February, the executive 
council still had disclosed -no 
plans for steel, the Committee 
for Industrial Organization made 
formal offer of assistance in such 
a drive. This offer was later re- 
peated to the Amalgamated As- 
sociation, and was accepted by 
their convention and their execu- 
tive board: Two weeks later the 
campaign was under way in the 
steel industry—a campaign that 
not only has made notable gains 
in the steel mills but that has 
reinforced our efforts in autos 
and rubber, and has provided a 
center for organization in many 
related and hitherto unorgaiuiecd 
industries. Since the Steel Work- 
ers organizing committee is pre- 
paring its own report, there ‘is 
no need for me to comment fur- 
ther on progress
